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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments with respect to claim 4 
have been considered but are not persuasive. 

With respect to the applicant's argument that Cammarota does not disclose that the strip indicates the size or capacity of the article, it is 
noted that the present claim discloses the color of the strip is an indication of the size or capacity. The present claim is not drawn to a 
method of indicating the size or capacity of an absorbent article, nor does the claim require any written instructions for interpreting the 
strip's color. The present claim merely discloses a colored strip that is intended to perform the function of indicating size or capacity, and 
any colored strip may perform such a function. Therefore, the colored strip of Cammarota fulfills the limitations of the claim. 
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
